THE SPANISH INSURRE .TION 


OPERATIONS OF THE INSURGENT 
SQADRON —THEIR DEMAND 
UPON VALENCIA FOR 
MONEY AND PRO- 
VISIONS. 


Manprip, October 20.—An insurgent squad- 
ron from Cartagena arrived off the harbor of 
Valencia yesterday, followed and closel 
watched by several Britisb, French and Ital- 
ian men-of—war. 

Conteras, commanding the squadron, sent 
a boat ashore with a demand for money 
and provisions. He declares he wishes to 
avoid bombardment, and appeals to the sup- 
porters of cantonal independence ia Valen- 
cia to see that his demand 1s conceded. The 
authorities of the city, however, promptly 
refused to comply, and are actively prepar- 
ing for defense. Troops are going forward 
from the capital to reinforce the garrison. 

The insurgents threaten to seize or sink the 
Spanish gunboat Lepants, which is now ly- 
ing in the harbor of Valencia.

The British Admiral, Yelverton, de- 
mands that ninety-six hours notice be given 
before the bombardment begins, and has 
warned Cont2ras that if a ghot is fired at 
the Lepan's before the expfration of that 
time the English, French and L[talian vessels 
will open on his squadron. It is thought the 
rebels will make no attempt to land but will 
proceed to some port on the French coast.

TELEGRAPHIC NOTES. 


WasHineton, October 20.—The Commis- 
sioner cf Indian Affairs has returned from 
Fort Sill, whither he went to take part in the 
transfer of Santanta and Big Tree by Gov. 
Davis, of Texas, to theirown people, the 
Kiowas, on such conditions ts promise good 
results. 
The Commissioner says the delight of the 
Indians on the restoration of their chief, was 
expressed in extravagant actions, inclyding 
the hugging of the Governor, whom they 
now look upon as among their best friends, 
aud in consideration of the fayor, they will 
rigidly comply with the terms of the release, 
Tne Commissioner made a demand of the 
Commanches, the neighbors of the Kiowas, to 
deliver up five of the Comanches, who had 
been raiding in Texas. 
The chiefs demurred to this, saying, that 
to arrest these men would occasion a serious 
if not armed resistance in the tribe. They 
also objected to pointing out the men in or- 
der that they might be arrested by the Uni- 
ted States troops, saying this would be the 
same in effect as if the Comanche chiefs 
themselves had made the arrest. The Com- 
missioner then reminded them of their treaty 
obligation to do such things aa thac 
which he now required, and warred 
them that he would give them thirty days to 
consider the matter. lf they, at the expira- 
tion of that time, continued to refuse, he 
would withhold from them the rations and 
other supplies stipulated in tle treaty which 
had broken.
